Claims 21, 23-27 and 29-49 are allowed.

With regard to claim 21 : These claims are allowable over the prior art of record 
because the latter, either alone or in combination, does not disclose nor render obvious 
an optical fiber having the transmission loss, mode field diameter, cable cutoff 
wavelength, increase of loss caused by OH-radical and bending loss stated in claim 21, 
in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations.
